war time 
bills, 
which are considered very imperative 
at this time. One bill proposes 
the 


building of barracks for the members, 
of the S. A. T. C. and the other bill 
proposes »to~ legalize the purchase of 
government securities by municipali- 
ties. 
Following is the governor's ad- 


dress. 


"The new conscription act 
which 
was recently passed by congress* and 
approved by the President definitely 
binds the co'untry 
to the policy of 
consecrating its entire energy to the 
winning of th.e war as quickly as 
possible. 
. ~- >** 
"The new act-fixes the age limits 


from 18-46,' both inclusive. The new 
military program, as outlined by the 
secretaj-y of -war, 
ca.!3s for the In- 
crease of the army by more than two 
million men by July 1st, 1919. 
This 
necessitates "th'e mobilization of 
all 
physically fit registrants under twen- 
ty-one years of age as promptly as 
possible.":^ 
"In order that these young men 


-who are^-now being called to the col- 
ors may be given an opportunity to 
continue their ed-acatfon, the United 
States 'war..department- cqmmittwe on 
education and special training (gener- 
al ,atn:fO .propose/?!// establish- inilitary 
'tfafnUJs-' BohoolB'-aO^ie educational in- 
stitutions.' of the Etfirtes so that these 
yoiiiig ' soldiers 
may continue their 
studies as long as military necessities 
will permit and at the same time re- 
ceive- their military training.

"The young men who take advan- 
tage of these special training courses 
will, upon entry, enlist in the army of 
the United States and will be subject 
to call into the regular service at the 
will of the government. They will re- 
ceive their clothing, equipment and
